THE Christmas spirit is filling the 
streets of Ely - and, it appears, 
local traders’ tills. 

The economic storm has taken its 
toll on the region throughout 2009, 
and most businesses agree this year 
has been a tough one for the city 

Stores have closed down and company 
bosses have called it a day, leaving dozens of 
premises across East Cambridgeshire 
vacant. 

But as the countdown to Christmas 
begins, the area’s future is looking a little 
brighter, with shopkeepers in Ely reporting 
bumper sales and many predicting a succ¬ 
essful yuletide season. 

Some even claim the current boom in 
trade is compensating for the economic 
troubles they have faced during the year. 

Emily Barber, manager of Ely’s Dorothy 
Perkins store on Market Place, said: “There is 
no doubt about it, sales are improving as the 
Christmas spirit kicks in. 

“People seem to be treating themselves 
and the people they are buying for, which is 
obviously having a knock-on effect in 
helping us. 

“2009 has been a tough year but things are 
certainly looking up.” 

Peter Marsh, who runs Three Cups Jewell¬ 
ery, just off Fore Hill, said: “We are doing well 
and sales are slightly up on last December, 
which is surprising.

Pits owner’s challenge 
awaits Supreme ruling

A LEGAL battle centred 
on Ely’s Roswell Pits has 
been put on hold, the 
Weekly News can reveal. 

The owner of the pits, Jeremy 
Tyrrell, had challenged the pits’ 
designation as a Site of Special 
Scientific Interest (SSSI) in the 
High Court. 

As reported in the Weekly 
News, English Nature earlier this 
year designated the Ely Pits and 
Meadows site an SSSI because 
of its geological importance as a 
site of reptile fossils. 

They are also said to be a 
breeding habitat for rare birds, 
including the bittern. A sole 
booming male bittern, which on 
its own represents 3.6 per cent 
of Britain’s entire breeding 
bittern population, has been 
heard on the site in recent years. 

As a result, the SSSI was en¬ 
forced, forever protecting the 
land from development and 
disturbance. 

However, Mr Tyrrell, who 
described the SSSI as “over the 
top” at the time, hoped to have 
the designation quashed by 
bringing a full challenge to the 
decision at London’s High 
Court. 

But the matter has now been 
put on hold. 

Mr Tyrrell is now waiting to 
hear the outcome of a different 
case, currently under consider¬ 
ation by the highest court in the 
land, the Supreme Court. 

The Local Campaigners for 
the Protection of Rural Ely, 
which has fought plans for a 
marina on the site, were “de¬ 
lighted” by the news. 

Liz Hunter, vice-chair of the 
group, said: “We’re delighted 
that die High Court has summ¬ 
arily dismissed three out of four 
of Mr Tyrrell’s complaints. 

“We are optimistic the final 
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grounds for the challenge will be 
rejected in due course.” 

The judge ruled that the first 
“fundamental” grounds for a 
challenge, that English Nature 
failed to carry out an environ¬ 
mental assessment prior to 
notification, should be stayed 
until the resolution of another 
case that raises the question of 
whether there is a requirement 
for such an assessment. 

That case is currently being 
considered by the Supreme 
Court. 

The judge said the final out¬ 
come of that case will determine 
whether Mr Tyrrell can proceed 
with his case. 

He ruled that their other 
grounds of challenge, including 
a claim that English Nature 
misdirected itself as to the 
existence of breeding bitterns, 
were “not reasonably arguable”. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council is currently in the 
middle of another legal argu¬ 
ment with Mr Tyrrell after he 
failed to remove unauthorised 
building work from the pits. 

The businessman has been 
served with a court summons 
for defying an enforcement 
notice issued last year and could 
be fined up to £20,000 for failing 
to remove cabling, concrete 
slabs and hardcore from the site. 

As reported in the Weekly 
News last week, he has now 
submitted plans to ECDC for 
new disabled fishing facilities to 
be built at the pits. 

That decision has not yet 
been made but will not interfere 
with the court action, it was 
confirmed.

“The credit crunch has cert¬ 
ainly taken its toll on busi¬ 
nesses over the last year and 
this Christmas pick-up is what 
many of us need.” 

A spokeswoman for Boots 
added: “The recession cert¬ 
ainly does not seem to be 
holding customers back this 
Christmas. 

“Sales are high and certain 
items are flying off the shelves. 
We are confident things are 
looking up for 2010 and that 
this festive season will be a 
fruitful one.” 


Menswear shop James Cox, 
on High Street, has also 
noticed a Christmas boom. A 
member of staff said: “Sales 
are very high and people do 
seem to be spending more. 

“I do think things are 
starting to pick up now.” 

Bent & Cornwell Butchers, 
in the Market Place has even 
received orders for more than 
1,000 turkeys. 

The Ely Chamber of Comm¬ 
erce is also confident that 
2010 is set to be more pros¬ 
perous for the region’s traders. 

Tammy Driver, chamber 
chairman, said: “It would 
seem that despite a really 
tough year for many busi¬ 
nesses, money is still being 
spent, more so it seems in the 
run up to Christmas. 


“Whether it is because 
people are throwing caution 
to the wind, in that they have 
struggled a bit more and just 
want to treat themselves, or 
whether there is a feeling that 
things are genuinely getting 
better and everyone is far 
more positive about the 
future. 

“I am always in Ely 
shopping and have noticed in 
the last few weeks that it is 
getting busier and busier, with 
lots of carrier bags and 
takeaway coffees in hands. 

“We have had some really 
great news recently about 
some of the empty shop 
spaces in Ely being filled and I, 
like many others are looking 
forward to other businesses 
following this trend, and of 


course having a wander round 
when they actually open! 

“I have also found, from my 
own business and from con¬ 
versations with our chamber 
members, that whilst they 
have found the last few 
months challenging, orders 
are starting to come in and 
money is being spent, some 
like us, have actually been 
recruiting staff. 

“I don’t think we are out of 
this yet and no doubt it will be 
tough for many in the first few 
months of 2010, however the 
general feeling is that it is not 
all doom and gloom, there is 
light at the end of the tunnel.”

Pothole problems spark 
plea for urgent repairs

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POTHOLES and damaged surfaces 
along one of Ely’s most well-used 
streets are putting people’s safety at 
risk. 

That is the message from residents and 
councillors who are calling for action over 
the state of the Back Hill. 

With hundreds of cars using the stretch 
from the Railway Station into the city centre 
each day, Cambridgeshire County Council’s 
Highways are being urged to immediately 
improve the key route. 

But cyclists and pedestrians are the ones 
most at risk, it has been suggested. 

Keen cyclist, Cllr Jeremy Friend-Smith, 
who represents Ely South ward, said: “Every 
time I come up Back Hill on my bike there 
are noticeable problems. 

“So much of the road’s surface is worn 
down and uneven, it is only a matter of time, 
if not already, that someone comes off their 
bike. 

“The road is in a key part of Ely, providing 
a link from the train station to the city. 
People have been urging me to do some¬ 
thing about it for quite some time and the 
county council should be carrying out the 
work as soon as possible.” 

Back Hill resident, Bryony Brown, agreed 
that the state of the road was “poor”. 

The 25-year-old said: “Everyone encour¬ 
ages us to be green by biking everywhere 
instead of driving but it makes it tricky when 
roads are like Back Hill. 

“Going downhill is not so bad but coming 
up, which I do most days, is a nightmare. 

“The guttering is all cracked and the 
surfaces are uneven so it is quite dangerous.” 

Another resident, Peter Whitemark, said: 
“It is very busy and used at all times of the 
day. I have heard people moaning about the 
condition of the road many times. 

“I very rarely cycle but when I walk up the 
hill there are definitely more cracks and 
uneven surfaces than there are decent 
parts.” 

A county council spokesman said work 
which was to start on Back Hill in November 
will now begin in the New Year. 

He said: “Because of the high levels of 
traffic which will use Back Hill in the run up 
to Christmas a decision has been taken to 
put the work back until the beginning of the 
New Year after the festive rush.”

Adequate report ‘but 
council can do better’ 


Gifts 
galore 
at fair 

THOSE looking for last- 
minute Christmas gifts 
were in for a treat in Ely 
over the weekend. 

Bargain-hunters 
descended on the city’s 
Beet Club on Saturday and 
Sunday for the Ely 
Christmas Craft Show. 

Organised by Wilburton 
man Bob Foster and his 
family, the fair enabled 
local artists and 
craftsmen to showcase 
and sell their work. 

As well as arts and 
crafts galore, there was 
also a stall from the 
Raptor Owl Sanctuary. 

Mr Foster said: “The 
fair went well although 
numbers were not as high 
as they usually are. 

“I think the weather put 
a few people off coming 
and the new venue 
probably affected things 
as we used to run the 
show at The Maltings. 

“However, things went 
well and as ever, local 
craftsmen were able to 
sell some of their 
creations.” 


EAST Cambridge¬ 
shire District Coun¬ 
cil needs to work 
more effectively in 
partnerships, acc¬ 
ording to a national 
report. 

The authority is also 
being urged to encourage 
different communities to 
get along better with each 
other. 

The report, called One 
Place, measures how 
public services are doing 
on issues that matter 
most to people. 

It measures everything 
from paying benefits 
quickly to helping to 
reduce crime and making 
the district a clean place 
to live. 

Despite the criticisms 
however, the district 
council did meet 33 of its 
35 targets for the year. 

The report also noted 
that improvements were 
being made for those in 
rural areas, those on low 
incomes or those at risk 
of losing their homes. 

Overall, the authority 
was assessed as “per¬ 
forming adequately”. 

Cllr Fred Brown, coun¬ 
cil leader, said: “As a small 
council, East Cambridge¬ 
shire works hard to serve 
its residents and offers 
real value for money. 

“As the report notes we 
have done much to help 
those who are the most 
vulnerable in our society 
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as well as improve the 
community. 

“While the report 
might describe our ser¬ 
vices as ‘adequate’ it is 
accepted by many in 
public service that this is 
an awful phrase. 

“We are delivering 
public services at the 
level expected by resi¬ 
dents but we know we 
can do more. 

“Clearly we are in a 
difficult financial situ¬ 
ation but we will cont¬ 
inue to work hard for our 
communities.” 

The survey, also known 
as the Comprehensive 
Area Assessment (CAA), 
highlights where things 
are going well and where 
improvements need to be 
made. 

CAA is a new way of 
assessing local public 
services in England. 

It examines how well 
councils are working 
together with other 
public bodies to meet the 
needs of the people they 
serve. It is a joint ass¬ 
essment made by a group 
of six independent 
watchdogs. 

Public organisations 
assessed by CAA include 
the county council, the 
county’s five district 
councils, the police, fire 
and rescue and NHS 
Cambridgeshire.

Ban bid to curb

DRUNKEN yobs look set to 
be banned from Ely’s Jubilee 
Gardens. 

The East Cambridgeshire 
Community Safety Partnership 
wants an order put in place to stop 
people getting drunk in the city’s 
award-winning beauty spot. 

The scheme, which is now out 
for public consultation, follows a 
rise in complaints from nearby 
residents and businesses about 
alcohol-related offences and 
disturbances. 

If introduced, the order would 
restrict consumption of alcohol in 
a public place that would create a 
nuisance or annoyance to the 
public or results in disorder. 

However, the plans have 
received a mixed reaction from 
nearby residents.

Surely no one is really surprised that 
the Ely Post Office can’t cope with a 
Christmas rush? Let’s be honest, 
they can’t even cope with day-to-day 
business. 

And what about the “improvements” 
that were promised when the Little 
Downham and other local offices 
were closed? When asked the 
question, a member of the counter 
staff said “We’ve got the numbers 
system”. Quite how a mechanical 
voice saying “Cashier number three” 
can speed up service, or is an 
improvement on a human voice 
saying “Next please” is quite beyond 
me. 

Have they put on extra staff? No, of 
course not. The only time they did 
that was when they got wind (thanks 
to the BBC) of our demonstration for 
the Look East cameras. At the time 
we said that the queues would get 
longer and that elderly people would 
have to stand out in the rain and 
cold - and that is precisely what has 
happened. 

All our protests and campaigning 
failed to stop the Little Downham 
post office from closure, despite the 
fact that their decision was based on 
false information and a total 
disregard for rural communities. We 
said that the Ely office wouldn’t be 
able to cope and guess what, the Ely 
office can’t cope. 

Sure, we now have an outreach 
service in Downham for a whole 15 
hours a week, with nothing on 
Thursday and only 90 minutes on 
Friday, but that is no help if you 
need to post a parcel or use other 
services after 1.30pm on any day of 
the week. You are, to put it bluntly, 
stuffed. It also doesn’t help our local 
Costcutter shop, which has lost 
business over the removal of the 
post office. 

All in all, the post office closures, 
combined with Ely office’s lack of 
meaningful improvements, have 
brought about the chaos that 
anyone with an iota of intelligence 
could have, and indeed had, 
predicted.

B ritain’s pub industry 
has been hit hard by 
the recession.

No escape from cameras, 
police warn troublemakers 


POLICE have released 
images of a drink-driver 
stumbling into his car to 
show how effective CCTV 


cameras are. 


The cameras have 
helped police to make 
10,000 arrests catching 
perverts, sex attackers and 


One incident in Ely shows 
a man stumbling around 
and shouting at a parked 
car. He then urinates over 
the car before getting 
behind the wheel and 
starting the engine. 

The CCTV operator 
alerted police and the man 
was charged with drink¬ 
driving. 

Officers in the 
Cambridge, Ely and Soham 
have been called nearly 
30,000 times by CCTV 
operators since the camera 
system was launched in 
1997. 

Pc Mark Arnold said: 
“Last year we captured 800 
pieces of footage for 
investigations.

“Because we deal with 
so much footage, we have a 
detailed recording system 
for it. 

“We don’t just analyse 
CCTV footage, but footage 
from the air operations unit, 
traffic officers and voice 
recordings of 999 calls.” 

In another incident, the 
CCTV camera follows a man 
around Cambridge market. 
As the man buys fruit at a 
stall, he moves a bag under 


a woman’s skirt - in the bag 
is a mirror. 

In another recording 
three young men are 
attacked by four others, 
beaten to the ground and 
knocked unconscious. One 
of them is then kicked in the 
face once more.

HISTORIC trees in the 
grounds of Ely Cathedral 
are to be given the chop. 

Council chiefs have granted 
permission for two large old 
horse chestnut trees within the 
cathedral’s vicinity to be felled. 

As reported in the Weekly 
News, East Cambridgeshire 
District Council (ECDC) 
received an application from 
cathedral bosses to chop down 
the trees. 

Located near the Ely Porta, 
the two specimens have been 
assessed by professionals and 
found to have serious decay in 
old wounds and pollard 
points. 

With crowds of King’s School

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Ely pupils and passers-by 
walking by the trees every day 
they were deemed to be 
endangering public safety. 

The trees, which are both 
hundreds of years old, will be 
cut down in the first week of 
January. 

Carol Campbell, cathedral 
administrator, said: “It is 
always a great shame when we 
have to cut down trees, 
particularly any that have 
stood within the cathedral 
vicinity for hundreds of years. 

“However, we do have a 
responsibility to keep all these 


areas safe, and many people, 
especially school children, 
pass by these trees every day. 

“Unfortunately, following a 
detailed inspection we have 
been advised that we have no 
option but to have these trees 
felled.” 

Mrs Campbell added: “We 
plan to re-plant and replace 
them as soon as is practical to 
do so and we will be seeking 
advice from the experts on 
this. 

“The cathedral will also be 
replacing the horse chestnut 
tree we had to fell adjacent to 
the path to the park.” 

The news comes just weeks 
after another precious tree had 
to be cut down on Waterside. 


As a safety measure, council 
chiefs decided to fell the whole 
tree, leaving nothing but two 
stumps in its place. 

Cathy White, senior trees 
officer at ECDC, said: “It is with 
a heavy heart that we receive 
applications to fell any tree in 
our district, especially when 
the specimens in question 
form part of the character of 
the area. 

“However, we do have to 
acknowledge that public safety 
is very important and sadly the 
extent of decay in these two 
old chestnuts has prompted 
the cathedral to apply for 
permission to have them 
felled.”

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Waste site hunt 
for city’s south 


GREEN-minded residents 
living in the southern area of 
Ely could soon be using new 
recycling facilities. 

Discussions are under way to 
bring a new neighbourhood recycl¬ 
ing point, including cardboard, 
paper and bottle banks, to the Ely’s 
south ward. 

Both the City of Ely Council and 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council say another recycling site is 
much-needed in the city, especially 
there. 

Once a suitable site is found, the 
new facilities will bring Ely’s total 
number of recycling points up to 
five. 

Existing recycling hubs are in 
High Barns, Downham Road and in 
the car parks of Waitrose and Tesco. 

City councillor Richard Hobbs, 
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the Mayor of Ely, said: “There are 
not enough recycling facilities in 
Ely. 

“We have a good door collection 
service but we do think there needs 
to be another recycling point, 
especially in the southern area. 

“There are so many new devel¬ 
opments in the south ward and we 
need another site where people can 
simply walk up and place their 
bottles, cardboard and paper. 

“We will be looking to find 
suitable sites in the ward where one 
could go and are urging residents to 
help us with that.” 

Councillors had originally ear¬ 
marked St John’s Primary School for 
the new facility. 


After five years of negotiations, 
the school now has an emergency 
access built behind it, and the city 
council had hoped the new 
recycling point could be built there. 
But the search for a site is back on 
as there is not enough room. 

Cllr Hobbs said: “We now want to 
work with the district council to 
find somewhere else where such 
facilities can serve the whole of the 
southern area of the city.” 

The district council has confirm¬ 
ed it is also trying to find a suitable 
site. 

Dave White, waste strategy team 
leader, said: “We are aware of the 
need for a neighbourhood recycling 
point in this area. 

“We will be working with the city 
and county council in an attempt 
to identify a suitable alternative 
site.”

Family of young dad 
to sue over his death 


THE family of a man who 
died after getting Legion¬ 
naire's disease at Adden- 
brooke’s is suing the hosp¬ 
ital for damages. 

Simon Tait, 42, died on March 
25 after acquiring the deadly bug 
as he battled leukaemia. 

Traces of the disease were later 
found in a bathroom used by the 
father-of-two, from Ely, as well as 
three other rooms where he was 
treated. 

Addenbrooke’s has since re¬ 
placed shower heads which 
harboured the Legionella bacteria 
and tightened procedures to 
tackle the disease. 

But members of Mr Tait’s family 
claim the hospital was negligent 
to assume frequent use of the 
showers on ward CIO would flush 
out the water-borne bacteria. 

They say the high number of 
frail and vulnerable patients 
meant it was unlikely the showers 
would be used frequently - allow¬ 
ing water to become stagnant and 
Legionella to grow. 

In a statement issued by sol¬ 
icitors Hay and Kilner, of New¬ 
castle, Mr Tait’s family said: “The 
risk of Legionella from shower 
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heads has been well recognised 
for many years and we feel that it 
was wrong to make an assump¬ 
tion of high usage of sanitary 
facilities on a ward where patients 
were particularly vulnerable. 

“We were even more con¬ 
cerned to learn that further 
samples taken from the ward two 
months after the death of Simon 
indicated the clear presence of 
Legionella in the shower heads in 
three rooms. 

“There is no criticism of the 
clinicians treating Simon. They 
must have been as devastated as 
the family at the death of their 
patient from a hospital-acquired 
Legionella. 

“The family do not however 
exonerate Addenbrooke’s. The 
system in place was a bad one 
which has now been recognised. 

“Although Legionella is rare, 
hospitals up and down the 
country successfully manage to 
avoid deaths from Legionella. The 
matter is now being investigated 
by the Health and Safety Execu¬ 
tive and the family are taking legal 
action.

“Simon at the time of his death 
was a very talented and success¬ 
ful graphic designer who had 
everything to live for. It is par¬ 
ticularly tragic that he should lose 
his life in this way after succ¬ 
essfully undergoing treatment for 
leukaemia. 

“He is greatly missed at this 
difficult time by his family and in 


particular his two young child¬ 
ren.” 

Delivering a narrative verdict 
on Mr Tait’s death, coroner David 
Morris said there was “no element 
of gross failure on the part of the 
hospital or its staff”. 

But he said the “hospital-acq¬ 
uired Legionella” made a “more 
than minimal contribution to Mr 
Tait’s death”, which was officially 
caused by pneumonia. 

He added he was “satisfied that 
with the revised/improved syst¬ 
ems now in place, every pre¬ 
caution has now been taken to 
minimise any further incidence” 
of the disease. 

There are 300 to 400 cases of 
Legionnaire’s disease in the UK 
each year. 

The “Cambridge” strain of 
Legionella which led to Mr Tait’s 
death is even rarer. 

A spokesman for Adden¬ 
brooke’s said: “We are aware that 
Mr Tait’s family is considering 
legal action. At the inquest, the 
coroner made clear that we had 
taken all reasonable steps to 
minimise the risk of Legionella 
infection. He found no gross fail¬ 
ure on the part of the hospital or 
our staff.”

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Governor role for pathologist 


PATHOLOGIST Professor 
Andrew H. Wyllie, whose 
research has been crucial 
in directing the quest for 
new cancer treatments, 
has joined the board of 
governors of The King’s 
School Ely. 

Professor Wyllie 
(pictured right) moved 
from his native Scotland 
in 1998, following his 
appointment as Professor 
of Pathology and head of 
Cambridge University’s 
Department of Pathology 
and Honorary Consultant 
of Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital. 


Over the past 30 years 
his research has 
concentrated on two areas 
of medical sciences - 
apoptosis, the process by 
which living cells are 
deleted from tissues, and 
the changes in the genetic 
make-up of cells of 
cancers in the colon and 
rectum. 

His name is most 
closely associated with 
apoptosis, which he first 
studied with his 
supervisors at the 
University of Aberdeen as 
a PhD student in the early 
1970s. 


As head of department 
he is ultimately 
responsible for the 
teaching of pathology in 
Cambridge University to 
undergraduates in 
medicine and in 
veterinary and biological 
science and some 800 
students embark on 
foundation, advanced or 
clinical courses each year. 

In 1967 Professor 
Wyllie was awarded the 
Murray Medal for the 
most distinguished 
graduate in medicine from 
the University of 
Aberdeen. 



Inspectors’ praise for

Thief steals car

A MAN accused of the 
manslaughter of prisoner 
Brian Haynes thought 
the assault would be “a 
laugh” and not end in his 
death, a court has heard. 

Dale Maddison, 43, denies 
the manslaughter of the 33- 
year-old in Peterborough 
prison in September last year. 
The former St Ives taxi driver 
died after suffering a heart 
attack caused by blunt force 
injury to his head and face. 

Five men are on trial at Nor¬ 
wich Crown Court accused of 
manslaughter. 

Maddison, of Deacons Lane, 
Ely, told the court: “I have been 
in prisons for 22 years and this 
is the first time I have pleaded 
not guilty. I have a home to go 
to now and if I am found guilty 
I will lose it.” 

Shane Farrington, 26, of 
HMP Peterborough; Sammy 
Lindsay, 22, now of Hackney, 
East London; Sebastian Waller, 
26, of Morland Court, 
Peterborough; and Gary 
Stretch, 43, of Badgeney Road, 
March, all deny the offence. 

A sixth prisoner, Paul Jefford, 
24, of Wellington Street, Peter¬ 
borough, has admitted man- 
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slaughter. 

Maddison said he was asked 
to fake an epileptic fit on the 
night of the fatal attack. 

He said: “I didn’t know what 
they planned to do. I thought it 
was going to be a laugh. I 
thought they were going to tie 
someone up in a sheet or 
something to provide a bit of 
entertainment. 

“I didn’t know it was going to 
be manslaughter.” 

The court heard Haynes’ cell 
was ransacked and items were 
stolen. 

Maddison said: “I would 
have told them there was no 
heroin in there.” 

He said Jefford had run into a 
cell and said: “I have killed 
someone.” 

Maddison said: “I then 
thought: ‘I am in trouble.’ I had 
no idea something like this was 
going to happen.” 

Haynes was jailed for four 
years for causing grievous 
bodily harm and drug dealing 
after attacking a stranger in 
Cambridge with a baseball bat. 

The trial continues.

Judge slams 
authorities in 
foster ruling 

A CAMBRIDGESHIRE couple who took in a 
sick child could be forgiven for feeling 
abandoned to care for a boy disowned by 
the state, a judge said in a highly critical 
ruling. 

Mr fustice Hedley, a judge in the High 
Court Family Division, said he listened in 
disbelief to the facts of the case where two 
local authorities disowned responsibility 
for funding the foster carers and the 6- 
year-old boy, who has special medical 
needs. 

The judge said: “I have always had a high 
regard for the contribution that social 
workers make to the family justice system 
but if in fact we have reached a stage where 
budget need trumps welfare then we all 
need to know.” 

The child, referred to as T to protect his 
identity, was born with a heart condition 
and his parents in the Isles of Orkney were 
unable to care successfully for him. 

His welfare became the responsibility of 
Orkney Island Council and he then was 
taken in by Mr and Mrs O, a professional 
couple from Cambridgeshire, who had a 
family connection with T. 

There were difficulties from the start 
when Cambridgeshire County Council 
refused to provide an essential assessment 
on the couple because of “insufficient 
resources”, said the judge. 

He added: “I dare to think that many 
citizens of this state will feel a touch of 
shame that things could work out as they 
appear to have done in this case.”

Graffiti teen gets 
order to behave

Hospital’s

Vinny Logan, project 
manager at NHS Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, said: “We are 
delighted to have secured 
the funding needed to 
enable Doddington Hosp¬ 
ital to accommodate these 
new services.

Julie comes back home for 
Christmas... and panto! 


Cambridge’s panto fave tells PAUL KIRKLEY about the luxury of staying at 
her parents’ home for Christmas - and why she’ll still be living with her 
twin sister Clare, even when she’s a married woman. 


HRISTMAS for me isn’t 
Christmas without 
panto,” says Julie 
Buckfield of her return to 
Cambridge for her sixth year 
as the Arts Theatre’s festive 
leading lady (or, more 
accurately, principal boy-this 
is her second stint as Dick 
Whittington, and she’s also 
played the lead in Jack and 
the Beanstalk and Aladdin ). 

“I’ve been getting excited since 
September. Brad [Fitt, director and 


dame par excellence] phoned me and 
said, 1 think I’ve got a rough draft of 
the script’. I said, ‘Pleeease send it to 
me’. I get so excited. Because you 
know what you’re coming back to - 
it’s a totally different script, different 
songs, different ideas but it’s seeing 
friendly faces and working with the 
same people. 

“They’re such a lovely bunch here. 
Rehearsals are hysterical - come 4 


o’clock we’ve all got “the 4 o’clock 
funnies” - we can’t even get a line 
out. It’s a real team effort, from Brad 
writing and directing to Dave at the 
box office and Roger at stage door 
Everybody knows each other and 
everybody says hello. It’s been six 
years now, and I love it. I love it.” 

The 33-year-old former Grange 
Hill and Hollyoaks star also has 
another good reason for relishing her 
annual engagement at the Arts - it 
means she can stay with her parents 
in Fenstanton. 

“A meal on the table every night, 
all your washing done? It’s fantastic!” 
laughs Julie, taking a break from 
rehearsals backstage at the theatre. 
“What’s lovely is, on Christmas Eve, 
everyone’s like ‘I’ve got to get back to 
Manchester, I’ve got to get back to 
Leeds’, and I’m like, 20 minutes up 
the road!” 

For Julie, whose older sister Karen 
lives in Swavesey, Cambridge has 
now become a second home. 

“It’s nice because the people of 
Cambridge always say hello to me,” 
she says. “When I started having my 
car done by the mechanic near my 
parents’, he said, ‘I’ve been to every 
single one of your pantos’. So now 
he foolishly tells me when he’s 
coming and he gets his name read 


out and a big wave, and he gets really 
embarrassed. 

“Doing this job, I’ve been stuck in 
some rough places for Christmas,” 
she laughs. “Actually I didn’t -1 drove 
home. But whenever I tell people 
where I’m working, they all go, ‘Oh 
what a beautiful place to do panto’. 
And it is, because Cambridge is 
magical at Christmas. It’s such a 
beautiful city.” 

Away from Cambridge, Julie still 
shares a house with her twin sister 
Clare, with whom she appeared in 
Grange Hill, and who went on to star 
in 2.4 Children and, more recently, 
Dancing On Ice. In August next year, 
Julie is set to marry her fiance Sam, 
who she describes as “a normal 
person” working in the IT industry. 

But even that won’t mean saying 
goodbye to Clare. 

“Oh no, we’re still going to live 
together when I’m married,” she 
says, as if the idea of one of them 
moving out had genuinely never 
occurred to her. “Me and Sam have 
the whole top floor. My sister and I 
are so close. Before I met Sam, I 
always used to say to Clare, ‘What 
are we going to do? We’re never 
going to meet the right man, we’re 
going to be 80 years old, still living 
together, surrounded by cats, 


banging on the window and shouting, 
get out of my garden!’ 

“I miss her so much when I’m 
away. She’s about to start panto 
rehearsals in Carlisle - she’s doing 
Dick Whittington as well, but playing 
Alice.” 

Before she goes, I ask if Julie can 
clear something up for me. Sue 
Pollard once told me that panto was 
“the hardest work in the world, 
daahling”, while Keith Chegwin 
insisted it wasn’t really work at all - it 
was just “messing about”. So who’s 
right? 

“It’s a bit of both,” says Julie 
diplomatically. “It is so much fun and, 
because it’s not Lear, if things go 
wrong - if you trip up or you forget 
your line - you say, ‘I’m sorry, I’ve 
had a day off, and you invite the 
audience to go along with it. They 
love it when anything goes wrong. So 
that keeps it fresh and keeps it 
enjoyable. 

“They are long days but you know 
that when you sign the contract, so 
you don’t complain. And, at the end 
of the day, to hear the audience’s 
reaction and to have people waiting 
outside to meet you, it’s just worth it 
- it’s really, really worth it.”

Tragic tale of life and 
love in classic opera 


AFTER the triumph of 
last season’s concert 
performance of Die 
Fledermaus, The 
Cambridge 
Philharmonic Society 
is performing what 
may well be the 
world’s most popular 
opera, Puccini’s La 
Boheme, in concert. 

Living in a darkened loft 
with his bohemian 
companions, poet Rodolfo 
comes across the beautiful 
seamstress Mimi. As they 
leave to join Rodolfo’s 
friends at the Cafe Momus 
for a night of fun and 
festivities the struggling 
artists can barely afford, 
they fall head over heels in 
love. 

Set in 1830s Paris, La 
Boheme follows the twists 
and turns of the lovers’ 
bittersweet relationship as 
they come to terms with 
their own hearts.

The big film 



WHERE THE WILD THINGS ARE 
(PG, 101 mins) Drama/Fantasy. 
Max Records, Catherine Keener, 
Pepita Emmerichs, Mark Ruffalo 
and the voices of James 
Gandolfini, Lauren Ambrose, 
Catherine O’Hara, Paul Dano.

BASED on Maurice Sendak’s beloved 
children’s story, Where The Wild 
Things Are is not a sentimental 
coming-of-age story viewed through a 
rose-tinted lens. 

Spike Jonze’s visually-stunning 
adaptation unfolds through the eyes of 
an awkward 9-year-old boy, whose 
formative years are riddled with loneli¬ 
ness, despair and miscommunication. 
There is no pretence of happiness by 
the time we reach the conclusion of 
this magical odyssey. Life is a struggle 
and, in the absence of a father figure, 
the boy will invariably go off the rails 
many more times. 

Jonze and co-writer Dave Eggers take 
Sendak’s original story - a mere 10 
sentences and 338 words - and 
expand it into a 101 -minute fantasy 
that attests to the brutality of 
childhood and the power of the 
imagination to temporarily keep harsh 
reality at bay. 

Pint-sized hero Max (Records) doesn’t 
feel like his mother (Keener) or 
teenage sister Claire (Emmerichs) 
appreciate him. Frustrations come to a 


boil when the single parent brings 
home her new boyfriend (Ruffalo). 

Max stands on the kitchen table in his 
favourite white wolf costume and 
glares at his mother. When she 
demands he come down, Max makes 
a scene and growls: “I hate you, I’ll eat 
you up!” 

In the ensuing struggle, Max bites his 
mother and runs off into the night. 

By chance, he finds a sailboat, which 
transports the lad to the island home 
of a race of hulking, furry creatures 
called the Wild Things, whose actions 
and emotions are totally unpredictable. 
Horned-nose Judith (voiced by 
O’Hara) threatens to eat Max, but he 
wins over the group’s leader Carol 
(Gandolfini) by pretending to be an 
exiled king. The furry friends anoint 
him leader, and Max decrees they 
build a fort. The other creatures, 


including KW (Ambrose) and goat-like 
Alexander (Dano), do the lad’s bidding 
but Max quickly learns that harmony 
isn’t always possible. 

Where The Wild Things Are is heart¬ 
breaking, anchored by a mesmerising 
lead performance from Records, 
whose face captures every flicker of 
despair and joy during Max’s amazing 
adventure. 

The creatures are brilliantly realised 
using a combination of giant 
costumes and digital effects, while the 
vocal performances capture the 
personalities of these untameable 
beasts, who share many of Max’s 
woes. The Wild Things teach Max the 
value of friendship and the 
consequences of bending the truth. By 
the end of the film, as we choke back 
tears, the rotund leader realises how 
he wrong he was.

How to get the best out 
of your Christmas tree 


I f you buy areal 
Christmas tree, how 
can you make sure it 
stays looking its best over 
the festive season? 

Some 30 per cent of people in 
the UK do buy the real thing 
each year, yet many are often 
left with more needles on the 
floor than on the tree within a 
week of putting it up, especially 
if they haven’t chosen a non¬ 
drop variety such as the ever- 
popular Nordmann fir. 

But if you give any tree the 
care it needs, it shouldn’t drop 
too much, says Roger Hay, 
secretary of the British 
Christmas Tree Growers’ 
Association. 

“If you look after trees 
properly, most of them should 
look good throughout the 
festive season,” he says. 

“The spruces will drop before 
the fir trees or the pine trees, 
but if you look after them they 
should be good for six weeks.” 

Cut trees remain the most 
popular, and it is essential that 
they should be fresh when 
purchased. The needles should 
not be dull and dried up, the 
branches not brittle. If you 
gently shake the tree, the outer

needles should not fall off. 

When you’ve bought your 
tree, keep it outside in a cool, 
shaded place, preferably 
standing in water, until it is 
required indoors. 

Before bringing it inside, cut 
about half an inch off the base 
of the trunk to open up the 
pores of the tree and then place 
it securely in a water-holding 
stand or wedge it in a bucket 
with pebbles, small stones or 
screwed-up newspaper and 
place it away from direct heat. 
Anyone who places the tree 
next to a radiator is asking for 
trouble. 

Keep the container topped 
up with water every day, as trees 
can get through a pint a day. 

About 8.5 million trees are 
sold in this country every 
Christmas, of which half are 


Nordmann firs. Hay prefers the 
Fraser fir (Abies fraseri) which is 
popular in the eastern United 
States - it is narrower than other 
trees and therefore more 
suitable for smaller rooms. 

It’s worth shopping around 
on the internet, as trees are 
likely to be a couple of pounds 
more expensive than they were 
last year, he adds. 

“Look for growers who are 
situated in an isolated place 
away from urban centres. They 
are less likely to get a big retail 
market and you may get a 
better deal and a better tree 
from them,” says Hay. 

Remember that trees sold 
retail in urban areas may have 
come from out of town and 
may have been exposed to 
drying winds in transit. They 
could have been cut weeks 
earlier. Ask the retailer whether 
his trees are delivered either 
once at the beginning of the 
season or at different times 
during the period. 

Some people may opt for a 
tree that will last for years. 

“If you are looking for a tree 
you can plant in the garden 
afterwards, go for a container- 
grown tree. You can plant it out 
after Christmas and may be 


able to bring it in again next 
year,” Hay says. 

You should put it in a 
sheltered spot initially and 
slowly acclimatise it to the open 
before planting in its final 
home, making sure the root 
collar is at ground level and to 
water it in well.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Poinsettia 

No Christmas would be 
complete without at least one of 
these vibrant plants (proper 
name Euphorbia pulcherrima). 

Traditionally they have red 
flowerhead leaves, although 
you can also buy them in pink 
and greenish white, which are 
becoming popular alternatives. 

Poinsettias thrive in average 
temperatures of 18-24C and 
should not be placed in cold 
draughts. They enjoy bright, 
filtered light throughout their 
stages of growth, and maximum 
light during winter. 

They should be watered 
thoroughly, but don’t overdo it, 
and wait until the compost is 
fairly dry before watering again. 
If leaves begin to wilt, it will be 
either because the plant has 
been over or under-watered.

How an average 
new car becomes 
a great used one 


THE recently-released 
Renault Laguna coupe is 
surprisingly stylish, with 
a rear end to rival any Alfa 
Romeo, says Used Car 
Expert magazine editor 
Matthew Tumbridge. 

“But at a minimum £21,000 
new, it needs to be more than 
pretty,” he says. 

“There’s a lot that is 
fabulous about it - the cruise, 
the economy, the gadgets - 
but a few things that are not 
quite good enough, mainly 
the handling. 

“Wait 18 months, though, 
and the thumping early 
depreciation will reduce the 
price to a 
level where 
the flaws 
seem petty. 

“In this 
way, an 
average car 
suddenly 
becomes a 
great car. 

This happens 
at different 
ages with 
different 
motors, but there are loads of 
examples out there of cars 
that weren’t quite good 
enough to justify their early 
price.” 

Tumbridge recommends 
three such cars which have 
become under-valued used 

■ 2008 MAZDA5: “Overall, a 
classy and practical package 
which mainly holds its value 
well. The 2.0 petrol has plenty 
of power but is much less 
popular, so prices are 
volatile,” he says. 

Used Car Expert magazine 
advises that the 2.0 Sport 
petrol flagship model is 


around £16,000, even nearly- 
new. But it will lose from 12 
per cent to 36 per cent and 
cost around £10,000 to 
£12,000 after a year, 
depending on how desperate 
the seller is. 

■ 2008 ALFA ROMEO GT: 
“Imagine all the good things 
about the firm’s 156 wrapped 
up in one of the sexiest skins 
on UK roads, and you have 
Alfa’s GT. 

“Almost all of those on the 
used market are diesel, so 
when you find a petrol it is an 
opportunity,” states Tum¬ 
bridge. Used Car Expert 
magazine says the GT petrol 


is £20,000 when new, but can 
be picked up at 12 to 18 
months old for 23-33 per cent 
off - which means prices as 
low as £12,000. 

■ 2008 VAUXHALL ASTRA: “A 
major Vauxhall step forward, 
with lots of clever technology, 
it is a good alternative to the 
Ford Focus. But the petrol 
Turbos are too fruity for most, 
so prices are soft,” reckons 
Tumbridge. 

Used Car Expert magazine 
says 16-valve petrol Turbos 
can drop in the first year from 
prices of £18,000 and £20,000 
to as low £12,000 - nearly 51 
per cent off list.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider when 
writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or 
printer, ask a friend or use your local library. Use a 
good quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders 
and front covers. 



Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades 
for each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If 
you have a driving licence, let the employer know. If 
it's clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV # so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you in 
the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and 
it may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
